nro heard the rumbling of the storm gath- 
ering at tlie southwest, of the cstablisih.- 
mciit of the camp of observation in Louisi- 
ana, and then of the army of occupation in 
Toxiis. Soon came an order for Bragg'd 
company to go to New Orlcios, and how 
we-all envied them .tbo opportunity ior 
glory and miown.-' Thomus was tho first 
lieutenant of the company, and it fell to 
iny share to command tho battalion—ro 
escort it to the beach on which laid the 
low, 
ditrk brig Huyne, ready to convey 


them to their destination. As the men 
embarked in tho boats I could not restrain 
the impulse to give three hearty eheera 
for our comrades bound to the war, and in 
return got a reprimand from the com-;; 
mandiny officer of tie post. Major Robert 
AncJers-jii, i'or making Biieh un military 
noise at the beach. Soun the Mexican war 
scattered our litLle "airison, uuA few now 
remain. Some wcr j killed in battle; some lie 
:u ili!.- di-'up blue tea, und others fell victims 
to disease; yet Thomas was spared. 
Ia 


1S54, aa captain of artillery, he. came to 
C.ilit'pmia, where I was a citizen, and.we 
there'interchanged the memories andei- 
periyiiccu of 'that interval'iii our lives.. He 
iras then sent to Fort Yuma, and I did 
not sec him again until tho civil ,yrar 
brought us together here in "Wnshington. 
Our old captain, Robert Anderson, bad 
become a brigadier general, and .was' as- 
sigued to command in Kentucky. He ap- 
plied for the uaai.stiince of Buull, Eurnside,, 
Thomas and Sherman, and I knuvr that in 
urder to secure for Thomas a commission 
of. brigadieu general, be had to pledge bis 
personal faith, ho being a Virginian, that 
he would remain .true and faithful to tha 
Union cause. 


You all know how that pledge has been 


redeemed. This carried Thomas to Ken- 
tucky, and this period of his history I 
leave to others. In, tho old army I was 
always Above Thomas, and was commis- 
sioned a brigadier general of volunteers 
before th.3 war; Ime the battle of Mill 
Spring won for him fnirly the grade of 
iiiajur general, so that when events brought 
us togtii.her.on. the battle-field of Shiloh he 
was my superior officer, :md I was glad to 
serve under him. But events soon led 
him eastward and me westward, so that I 
did not meet with him again until after 
Vicksburg had fallen and I had reached 
Chatttmoojfi.. Then we wero oo-equals in 
rrtnk,having tho same commissions-—a 
com- 


mon, superior present. But Gen. Grant 
was refju.!i'ed to leave us and take supremo 
comrmmd of alL the armie.s in the fiL'ld, 
ami ro mtj was assigned the army of the 
west, of which Gen. Thomas' cotatnanJ 
(the 
Army of the Cumberland) formed a 


parb. He wua pei-fectly conteat, and of ten 
assured ine—af what, I knew full well—1 
that he always shrunk from.high und del- 
icate responsibility. - During tho whole of 
toe Atlanta campaign there was hardly, a 
day but wo spent hours- together, and-,-1 
never mada a change in the subordinate 
partd of hia command without his hearty 
consent. I could fill pages of - personal re- 
-mmirtceaces "of that :part; of his life, but 
purposely; abstain that others who were 
also with him may illustrate it: from their 
memories. T will only repeat that 
movement;, which resulted in the battle of 
Jonesboro1' and the occupation of Atlanta, 
was delayed nearly a week in deference to 
his usual cautious advice;.but when it 
was.made, and resulted in complete 
ceas/ho was the first to recognize it, and 
manifested 'his -feelings of deiiirht m a 
inauiier quite iinxiatta. i'arhiin. When the 
war was over, Gen. Thomas stood, deserv- 
edly, most high in-the estimation of alL 


As aoon as"ihe-urmins were discharged, 


I hurried to. Nashville to ace him. and L 
know that he pvef'-rfed to remain in the 
cominand of the department of Cumber- 
land, as he said, to complete the records .of 
its history. Hia habits were slow, method- 
ical .ind shnpic, . He wrote-fluently, neat- 
ly, and; well j and when the historian 
comes tp.j-eck for tho accurate statistics of 
tho war, I am certain ho will find those of 
the army oi the Cumberland thorough 
complete. 'During the administration oi 
Sir.' Johnson, I havu reason to know he 
was offiircd other nnd higher comui.inds, 
but hc14eclincd them ; and when Changes 
were incident -to the , elevation oE Mr.
